PARIS, July 26.—The naval confer- 
ence at Geneva is about to resume 
its sessions and there is no denying 
that its prospects are affected by the 
popular feeling in both Great Britain 
and the United States, which in some 
quarters approaches the acrimonious. 
The attitude which the meeting has 
created in the minds of two great 
friendly peoples goes to show once 
more, in the opinion of observers, 
how far away from the spirit of in- 
ternationalism are the nations today 
and how much they are still con- 
trolled by political nationalism and 
individual needs, individual fears and 
individual aspirations. 

Let us take the situation today 
when one faces the resumption of the 
naval conference under difficulties 
which would make its success a 
great tribute to the mutual wisdom 
and perhaps the mutual forebear- 
ance and diplomacy of the two coun- 
tries whose interests feally d6éminate 
the three-power negotiations. 

As seen here America is disposed 
both officially and unofficially to 
blame England if there is no agree- 
ment. America proposes to-extend 
the 5-5-3 ratio to cruisers and in so 
doing to fix on a mean between its 
low cruiser strength and Britain's 
high cruiser strength. In England 
on the other hand there is the feeling 
that if the conference fails it will be 
America’s fault, because while Great 
Britain is quite willing to accept 
naval parity with America, England 
cannot allow another nation to say

MAY LEAVE LONDON TODAY 


Expected to Carry New Terms 
in an Effort to End the 
Conference Deadlock.

GENEVA, July 26.—A whole week 
has now elapsed since W. C. Bridge- 
man and Viscount Cecil returned to 
London without any word from 
them. Hugh 8S. Gibson today re- 
quested the remnant of the British 
delegation to the tri-power confer- 
ence still in Geneva to communicate 
with London by telephone to find out 
when the two chief delegates are to 
return to the conference. 

Both Mr. Bridgeman and Lord 
Cecil assured both Mr. Gibson and 
Admiral Saito that they would start 
back from London at the latest by 
Saturday and that the American and 
Japanese delegations would be kept 
fully informed from London as to 
the exact moment the conference 
sessions might reconvene. 

“But since then nothing,” said a 
member of the American delegation 
today. ‘“‘Meanwhile the conference 
remains suspended.”’ 

Inquiry late this afternoon at the 
British headquarters failed to reveal 
that anything more is known there 
than elsewhere concerning the dele- 
gates’ return. 

‘‘We know nothing except what we 
read in the papers,’’ it was said 
there. “We believe, according to 
these reports, that Mr. Bridgeman 
and Viscount Cecil probably wil] start 
tomorrow and arrive here in time 
for the conference again to get going 
on Thursday or Friday.’’ 


Pessimism Is Prevalent.

PHILADELPHIA, July 26 @.— 
A man who would stand in line for 
hours for a seat in the bleachers 
and then shout himself hoarse 
rooting for his favorite baseball 
team is not well balanced men- 
tally, in the opinion of Dr. Thad- 
deus L. Bolton, Professor of 
Psychology at Temple University.

Union Claims Victory. 

James H. Coleman, general crgan-

Demobilizing Strike-Breakers. 

Directly he left-the.Mayor late yes- 
terday afternoon, Mr. Quackenbush 
went to the Interborough offices at 
165 Broadway and ordered the de- 
mobilization of the 1,800 strike-break- 
ers and the-additional hundred wait- 
ing to be examined. The order was 
received with shouts of joy by the 
terminal .officials, but. the strike 
breakers were somewhat downcast. 
For many. of them it was their first 
visit to ‘‘the big town.’’ The strike 


breakers will- be sent to the cities 
where they were recruited. 

News of the Mayor’s settlement 
was hailed as a oo night, at 
what was to. have en a strike 
meeting called by the Amalgamated 
at Brooklyn Labor Lyceum. Messrs. 
P. J. Shea, Vice President; J. H. 
Coleman, general organizer of the 
union, and.Mr,.Frayne, for the A. 
F. of L., addressed the 350 to 400 
men, who received the news with 
cheers. - 

Only two votes were raised against 
acceptance of the peace pact. One 
man caused laughter when he in- 
sisted that the men strike until they 

ot a written agreement from Mr. 

edley. Addresses were made by the 
Amalgamated leaders, who declared 
the union had won a great victory. 

When word reached the Amaiga- 
mated leaders in the morning that 
the Interborough was discharging 
men for refusing to instruct strike 
- breakers, and for having attended 

the Amal d meeting, union of- 
ficers predicted-that the strike would 
be declared by acclamation at the 
night meeting and that nothing 
could prevent it from going into ef- 
fect by midnight. 

The Interborough, on its side, was 
well prepared for the emergency. 
The work of ——— the new 
men was proceeding rapidly, and ar- 
rangements had been completed for 
the reception of the trains at their 
terminals. 

Mr. Shea said that if it were true 
that the men were discharged, the 
strike would be called without a 
ballot being taken. 

Edward P. Lavin, leader of the 
1926 strike on the Interborough, 
joining forces again with the Amal- 
gamated, issued a statement to the 
men, predicting that the walkout 
would be ‘‘the est’ and most 
oo tie-up in the history of the 
Cc y.” 


Early Report of Strike. 


A few hours later there were ru- 
mors that Interborough men had 
already begun to strike in retalia- 
tion for the discharge of their com- 
rades. 

The men who were discharged 
were summoned to the offices of the 
Interborough, interviewed by George 
Keegan, assistant to Mr. Hedley, re- 
buked for their insubordination and 


then dismissed. Mr. Quackenbush 
said it had not been ascertained 
whether the men were members of 
the Amalgamated. He said at that 
time that they never would again be 
employed by the line in any capacity.

. Williams, Felix Beggs, John 
Beggs, Christopher H. Rumph, Wil- 
liam Stack, dismissed for attending 
the union meeting at the Brooklyn 
Labor Lyceum, and Frank R. Ritter. 
William J. Thompson, James P. 
Meehan, Michael J. Devery, John 
J. McEnermany, William Polhemus 
and Charles Gettenger, motormen, 
who refused to instruct men who 
were to take the places of the 
strikers. 

Polhemus, who lives at 3,004 Heath 
Avenue, the Bronx, is the oldest mo- 
torman in length of service on the 
Interborough. 

In his letter to the men dismissed 
for attending the union meeting, Mr. 
Hedley informed them that they had 
broken their agreement with the 
company. In a supplemental state- 
ment, Mr. Hedley asserted that no 
attention would be d to the Amal- 
gamated, and that any employes who 
may “‘become identified in any man- 
ner with that organization will break 
their contracts and be dismissed.’’ 

It was this situation that confront- 
ed the Mayor when he met the union 
officials shortly after 3 o'clock. He 
had on his desk the refusal of Mr. 
Hedley to appear, and also that of

The Mayor pleaded with the lead- 
ers not to a strike because of 
the city’s pending unification plans 
and the project of the independent 
subway system. He pointed out 
that during his sixteen years of ser 
vice in the State Legislature he had 
proposed many bills favoring or- 
ganized labor. He told them of the 
great inconvenience that would be 
caused to millions by the strike. 

The union officials listened to the 
‘Mayor’s ee and said they were im-

“That is not the case, and it is 
what I expected. The Mayor, when 
he spoke to me, asked that no dis- 
crimination be made against the 
thirteen men who were discharged, 


and that, specifically, is all we 
agreed to do in that particular. The 
Amalgamated will break its promise 
if it attempts to orgahize I. R. 
employes, and will cause a renewal 
of this situation.’’ 

en. Mr. Quackenbush heard of 
the union interpretation he tele- 
phoned to the Mayor and sought to 
discuss the matter further. The 
Mayor was said to have informed 
him in vigorous language that it was 
no time to split hairs or quibble. 

As the Mayor was leaving his office 
his attention was called to the ap- 
parent confusion of the various par- 
ties to the terms of the agreement. 
He declined to discuss the situation 
further. 

“The big objective has been accom- 
plished,”’ he said. ‘‘Th* strike has 
been called off.’’ 


News Sent Out by Radio.

of intense effort Mayor Walker suc- 
ceeded in bringing about an adjust- 
ment between executives of the B. 
M. T. and the I. R. T. and their 
employes which resulted in the pre- 
venting of a strike and a tie-up in

York. The Mayor was heard to say 
at the end, “There will be no strike 
tonight, and this is the happiest day 
of my life.’”’ 

Samuel Untermyer in a letter 
yesterday to Mayor Walker attacked 
the officers of the Interborough, de- 
claring that they possessed little or 
no stock in the company, and there- 
fore were not interested as stock- 
holders in the property. The only 
real party in interest in the property 
he said, was the City of New York, 
and that if a strike should occur, the 
loss would come from the city’s 
pockets. He reiterated his plan that 
the Interborough allow the men to 
vote whether they wanted affiliation 
with the Brotherhood or with the 
Amalgamated, and that if the com- 
pany refused to allow such a secret 
vote to be taken ‘‘we shoulld find 
means to compel them to do so.’”’ 

There was great jubilation at Po- 
lice Headquarters at 11 o’clock last 
night when word was received from 
Brooklyn that peace had been de- 
clared at the union mass meeting. A 
cheer went up from 200 patrolmen 
who had been summoned from vari- 
ous boroughs. 

Police Commissioner Warren, First 
Deputy Police Commissioner Philip 
Hoyt and a group of Inspectors and 
Captains joined in the impromptu 
celebration.

The man who wanted a written 
contract announced his disagreement 
with Mr. Shea in a loud voice, and 
kept on shouting at the Chairman 
until] the people around him howled 
him down. 

The vast majority of workers pres- 
ent appeared to be well satisfied and 
even enthusiastic over the result. 

The meeting was called to order at 
9:15 o’clock by Mr. Shea. Others on 
the platform included Hugh Frayne, 
general organizer of the American 
Federation of Labor, with which the 
Amalgamated is affiliated; James 
H. Coleman, general organizer of 
the Amalgamated; Thomas McMa- 
hon, International President of the 
United Textile Workers; and Simon 
Terr, an officer of the Motion Pic- 
ture Machine Operators Union. _ 

Mr. Shea, the first speaker, said 
that he, Coleman, Frayne and Sam- 
uel Untermyer, special counsel of 
the Transit Commission, had agreed 
in a conference on Monday to call 
off the strike in the public interest. 
but that the discharge of employes 
because of union membership and 
refusal to teach strike-breakers had 
made peace impossible. This as 
the situation, he went on, when 
Mayor Walker called the union lead- 
ers in at 2 o’clock yesterday and 
pleaded with them to find some way 
out of calling a strike at presen’, in 
order not to hamper the «ity in its 
efforts to build new subways. 

“We replied,’’ Mr. Shea continued, 
“that we would be glad to help 
straighten things out, but that a 
strike was inevitable in view of the 
discharge of our men. Mayor Walker 





answered sympathetically, saying it 





was a difficult situation because he 
realized we must protect our men. 
We suggested that the companies 
agree to take the men back and 
promise not to discriminate further 
against employes who sympathize 
with our union. 

“ Mayor called in Quacken- 

bush, who referred him to Hedley, 
saying Hedley was the boss. The 
final reply from the Interborough 
and the B. M. T. was to accept, on 
the understanding that the Amalga- 
mated should agree not to interfere 
with members of the company union. 
We agreed to this, saying our men 
would let the brotherhood men alone 
—if they want to join the Amalga- 
mated they can; if they don’t, all 
right.’’

FINDS PIPE LIKE BOMB 
ON SUBWAY TRACKS 


Workman Makes Discovery in 
East River Tunnel—Police 
Take Charge of Object. 











A track walker discovered what 
was apparently a bomb on the 
Brooklyn-bound tracks of the IL. R. T. 
East River tube at 10:30 o’clock last 
night. 

Michael Mastromonica, the track 
walker, found the supposed bomb 
midway in the tube which leads from 
the Wall Street station of the 
Seventh Avenue line to the Clark 
Street station in Brooklyn. It was 
an eighteen-inch pipe with copper 
screw caps on each end, and what 
looked like a fuse protruded from 
one of the caps. 

The track walker hurried back to 
the Wall Street station with his find 
and turned it over to Edward 
Vanghan, a despatcher, who placed it 
in a pail of water and notified the 
Old Slip police station. Detective 
Lieutenant James Fitzpatrick with 
several aides went there, took the 
bomb to the station house where 
they again put it in water to await 
the arrival of an inspector of the 
Bureau of Combustibles. 

The. detective got in touch with I. 
R. T. and B. M. T. officials and told 
them of the discovery. Extra track 
walkers have been put to work to 
make a close check-up before morn- 
ing. 

When informed at the meeting of

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ON INTERBOROUGH 


Two Short-Circuits Tie Up the 
Brooklyn Sabways for an 
Hour in Morning Rash. 





With the strike apparently un- 
avoidable at the time, the Interbor- 
ough had three major and two minor 
mishaps in the earlier hours of yes- 
terday, two of the incidents giving 
rise to reports that the strike was 
actually in effect, while rumors were 
current that strikers or intending 


strikers had been instrumental in 
tying up the subway lines. As far 
as any one in authority could learn, 
the accidents had nothing to do with 
the strike. 

The subway lines in Brooklyn were 
tied up about an hour beginning at 
8:57 in the morning, almost the peak 
of the rush hour. A feeder cable 
failed after a short circuit at Beaver 
and William Streets, putting a sub- 
station out of commission. he sub- 
station supplies the Flatbush Avenue 
subway line. Within a short time, 
and as an indirect result of this, the 
sub-station which supplies the Utica 
Avenue section of the subway also 
had to shut down, following a short 
circuit at Sterling Street. 

According to company officials, all 
lines in Brooklyn west of the Hoyt 
Street station were affected. 

Police reserves were called out 
from the Vanderveer Park, Empire 
Boulevard and Snyder Avenue sta- 
tions. Under their guidance the pas- 
sengers made their wey from the 
trains to the stations, getting to Man- 
hattan thereafter by taxicabs, sur- 
face cars and the elevated lines. No 

These two cases of electrical 
trouble materially interfered with 
the rush hour traffic in Manhattan 
also. A little later trouble of an al- 
most identical nature occurred in the 
Interborough generating plant in 
Purvis Street, Long Island City, 
bringing to a standstill practically 
all eres | cars on the North Shore 
of Long Island, which get their cur- 
rent from this station. The B. M. T. 
lines were not affected, but those of 
the Steinway Railways and the New 
York and Queens Railway were, and 
congestion and confusion resulted. 
The tie-up lasted about an hour. 

Yesterday morning two small acci- 
dents occurred on the Interborough 
lines. Im the Westchester yards a 
faulty switch derailed two flat cars 
and acoach. No delay resulted. The 
other mishap was at 225th Street 
and Broadway. There the draw- 
bridge over the Harlem River had 
been raised to allow a boat to pass, 
and when the bridge was let down 
it was found that the rails were out 
of alignment. Trains in both direc- 
tions were held up fifteen minutes. 


TRANSIT STOCKS SHOW 
ONLY SLIGHT DECLINE 


Sales of 1. R. T. and B. M. T. 
Shares Increase in Anticipation 


of Strike Call. 


Anticipation of a walkout of tran- 
sit employes yesterday caused ac- 
tivity in shares of the traction com- 


ies on the Stock Exchange. Sell- 
ing of these shares was confined 
principally to the last hour, and 
brought about a. declining trend al- 
though the losses were fractional. 

Common stock of the Brooklyn- 
Maninettan Transit Corporation was 
the principal feature, total sales for 
the day being 5,800 shares, against 
500 a week ago yesterday. After 
opening at 58 the stock gained to 
58) , but dropped to 56%, at which 
it closed for a net loss of %. A week 
ago the quotation for these shares 
—— at 59 all through the ses 
sion. 

Brooklyn-Manhattan Transit pre- 
ferred had a turnover of only 100 
shares, the price being 83 all day. 
Interborough Rapid Transit common 
dropped from a high of 37% to 36, 
off % on the day. ere were total 
sales of 700 shares, as against only 
100 a week ago, when the price held 
firm at 37. 

Sales of Third Avenue Railways 
stock totaled 500 shares, closing at 
35%, the day’s high, but a net loss 
of %. A week ago yesterday there 
were no sales of this stock. 

Bond issues of the local traction 
companies were subjected to pres- 
sure, causing some depression of 
prices. Selling was not of any —* 
ore but demand was lack- 
ng and offerin were extremely 
moderate. Interborough 5s, 6s and 
7s sustained losses ranging from % 
to 1% points, while Third Avenue ad- 
justment 5s lost %, and the refund- 
ing 4s of the same company dropped 
a full point.

PHILOSOPHICAL OVER NEWS 


“Anyhow, We Got a Trip,” Says 
One — Officials at “Barracks” 
Elated as Strike Is Off. 


The news that the threatened strike 
had been called off was received 
with elation last evening by the In- 
terborough officials at the recruiting 
headquarters for strike-breakers at 
the Lenox Avenue yards at 147th 
Street, where the actual operation of 
the company’s lines would have been 


directed during a walkout. 

James S. Doyle, assistant general 
manager, haa brought his-suit- 
case with him ready to spend day 
and night on duty, heard by tele- 
phone the result of the negotiations 
at 6 o’clock and passed on the word 
to his office force. He summoned 
the newspaper men who had been 
watching preparations for the strike, 
and smilingly announced that a de- 
mobilization would take place. 

‘“‘We had the agitators beaten be 
fore they started,”’ he said. ‘‘We 
were ready for them and they knew 
it. Even if every man in the whole 
system had walked out we would 
have had others to replace them 
within a week. This is the best la- 
bor market I have seen. Not in my 
twenty-seven years on the job have 
1 found more capable men to be 
picked for work. We had plenty of 
experienced motormen and switch- 
men ready to take the place of strik- 
ers at the first break. 


About 1,300 Men Hired. 


Although Mr. Doyle would not esti- 
mate just how many strike-breakers 


he had hired. A. L. Merritt, subway 
superintendent, confirmed a report 
that about 1.800 had been put on the 
payroll. There were 300 or 400 more, 
all of them motormen or switchmen. 
taken on yesterday after the first 
rush of applicants on Monday. About 
1,000 of the new men had been tested 
in the company schoo! to see if they 
were qualified as motormen and 358 
were rejected but held in reserve for 
service as tra en. Each man 
hired, regardless of what his duty 
might be, according to Mr. Doyle. 
received a promise of $7 a day for 
an eight-hour day and his keep, with 
874% cents an hour for overtime. 

According to Mr. Doyle, elaborate 
preparations had been made in most 
of the ten terminals of the I. R. T. 
system to feed and house enough 
strike-breakers and faithful employes 
to run al] the trains on r ar 
schedules. He estimated that 13,000 
workers could have been protected 
for the | of the strike in this 
manner. any strike-br« ‘cers had 
been sent out to other terminals to 
make their headquarters there. Some 
3°0 were accommodated at the East 
180th Street yards in the Bronx and 
250 at the La Fontaine Avenue repair 
shop near by. There were 175 more at 
the yards at 207th Street and Jerome 
Avenue, the Bronx. 


Many Employment Offices. 


In addition to the applicants at the 


company’s main office at 165 Broad- 
way, where the volunteer strike 
breakers filled out blanks and were 
sent to the Lenox yards, emergency 
employment offices throughout the 
city sent squads of men to the yards 
for examination. 

Although Mr. Doyle said he would 
not br the news of the calling off 
of the strike to the main body of new 
men until today, rumors came to the 
street at once and a crowd of about 
100 applicants, remnants of a larger 
group earlier in the day, scattered 
quickly. Men downstairs who were 
just undergoing physica] examina- 
tions before being hired accepted the 
news philosophically. 

“Anyhow, we got a trip out of it,”’ 
one man from on said. 

Mr. Doyle would make no estimate 
as to what the strike preparations 
had cost the company. Much of the 
foodstuffs could be salvaged, he 
thought, although they were not a 
big item in the bill, having been 
bought only to supply one day ahead.

(the secret police), had received spe- 
cial powers to deal with the situation 
after the murder of Minister Voikoff 
at Warsaw. 

M. Krylenko said that the law of

This right was exercised in the 
case of the persons executed on June 
8, he said, but the statement issued 
from the Kremlin the next day did 
not, as eae ge supposed abroad, in- 
crease Ogpu’s powers one iota. 

The law of 1922, he said, still held 
good, providing that every one ar- 
rested the u must be brought 
to trial or rel within two months 
if the charge was grave, or in two 
weeks if the charge was less serious, 
unless in each and every case the 
Ogpu obtained the above-mentioned 
authorization from the Government. 


Prison Crowding Also Denied.

They whisper fear- 
fully of arrests here, there and 
everywhere—precisely, in fact, as 
the Soviet authorities intend them 
to. But that they exaggerate can 
not be doubted for a moment. That 
is because they are frightened. 

The present situation is comparable 
to what happened a year ago when 
there was an Ogpu drive a t the 
“‘speculators’’ who bought goods 
cheap from the Government stores 
oscow to resell them dear in 
distant villages. Then every private 
trader in the ‘city walked in fear 
and trembling and the number of ar- 
rests multiplied tenfold. 

To American ideas this ma 
to be a curious method. ut it 
works—and Russia is nearer to Asia 
than America. 


Krylenko Resents Questioning.

ACTION ON NOTT AWAITED 


Endorsement of Republican is Not 
Unlikely, Observers Say—Call 
for Primaries to Go Out. 


The General Committee of Tam- 
many Hall will meet at the Wigwam 
in Fourteenth Street this evening to 
issue the official call for the Septem- 
ber primaries.

SHANGHAI, July 26.—Observations 
on China’s taxation problems, for- 
eign as well as Chinese, tend to con- 
firm the opinion freely expressed in 
foreign industrial circles that the 
Nanking Nationalist Government, 
by virtue of the new imposts now in 
force, has taken opportunity by the 
forelock and decided completely to 
disregard existing treaties so far as 
customs autonomy is concerned. 

One result of Nanking’s higher du- 
ties and regulations, ordered en- 
forced more than a fortnight ago, 
has been an uprising of American 


business men who decided at a meet- 
ing yesterday to cable a stout protest 
to Washington, probably this week, 
asking the American Government to 
take steps to protect the interests of 
American nationals against what is 
declared to constitute an outright 
flouting of treaty agreements be- 
tween China on the one hand and 
America and other foreign powers on 
the other. 

Nanking, by its new customs levy, 
has gone ahead actually on the as- 
sumption of tariff autonomy, which 
most of the friends of China here and 
abroad are ready to grant to a uni- 
fied China and to any recognized 
Chinese Government that controls 
the whole country. 

But what American as well as other 
business men object strenuously to is 
Nanking’s taking the matter into its 
own hands and disregarding entirely 
Hankow. for example, or Peking, 
where other tariff regulations exist. 

Nanking has proceeded with this 
tariff autonomy program. despite its 
own desperate military situation. 
Hence foreign business interests here 
are seeking to ‘‘stall’’ for time, hop- 
ing that a change in the fortunes of 
war will cause Nanking’s imposts to 
amount to naught. 

But meanwhile the taxes are en- 
forced so far as the local Chinese 
authorities. are concerned and they 
are making every effort to see that 
they are collected. This is particu- 
larly true of the new 50 per cent. 
rise in shipping tonnage dues, which, 
while affecting all nations alike, in 
fact hits American shipping hardest, 
the British and other nations not 
having so large a tonnage in over- 
seas trading vessels stopping at Chi- 
nese ports. 

British firms do most of the river 
and coastwise trede, alonz with the 
Japanese, while Germany, Italy and 
France also do a considerable coast- 
wise and river trade and a certain 
amount of overs2as business. But 
America is the chief shipping factor 
so far as vessels from e United 
States or European ports are con- 
cerned. Hence her shipping is the 
worst hit. 

Ships must pay tonnage dues every 
four months. Hnce vessels calling 
only once or twice within that 
period, it is declered, would find the 
rate most prohibitive. Coastwise 
vessels call once or twice a 
month and, therefore, are not much 
affected. 

Only one American company’s 
traders have paid the new tax so far, 
but American Shipping Board ves- 
sels are due in a few days. It‘ is 
expected that their arrival will pos- 
sibly provide test cases. of the Chi- 
nese rights to collect the new tax, 
the American authorities being in- 
clined to demand that a vessel be 
allowed to clear the —* after a call 
as usual by paying the old tax.

Kellogg Admits They Have Been 
Chosen Over Consils in 
Foreign Service.

WASHINGTON, July 26.—That

FORMER NET STAR 
LOSES ALIMONY SUIT 


Mrs. Natalie Wildey Farlee Can- 
not Maintain Action. in This 
State, Court Holds. 5 : 


WANTED RECEIVER NAMED 


And Sought Order to Set Aside 
Assignments of His Estate 
by Former Husband. — 


Mrs. Natalie Wildey Farlee, former 
noted tennis player, cannot collect 
alimony from her former. husband, 
Hart Scudder Farlee, a broker, out 
of the income due Farlee from the 
estate of his grandfather, Henry S. 
Potter, according to a decision of 
Supreme Court Justice Ingraham 
yesterday. Mr. Potter, who was at 
one time Vice President of the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company. and 
who died in 1884, left an estate of 
$1,500,000, of which his grandson will 
get about $150,000 after the death of 
an aunt, who is now past 890 years 
of age. Farlee now receives $6,600 
a year from the estate. He lives at 
59 Livingston Street, Brooklyn. 

Mrs. Farlee obtained a divorce in 
New Jersey in 1917, with the cus- 
tody of her daughter. She received 
$720 a year alimony at the time. In 
April of this year she applied for in- 
creased alimony for the support of 
herself and daughter and Vice. Chan- 
cellor Bentley in Jersey City in- 
creased -her award to $4,000 a year, 
although it appeared that Farlee, 
who had remarried, was not em- 
ployed and that his only income was 
from his grandfather's estate. 

Because the Potter estate is being 
administered in New York, and the 
Jersey courts have no control over 
it, Mrs. Farlee applied to Justice In- 
graham for the appointment of a re- 
ceiver of her former husband's in- 
come, and for an order setting aside

VIENNA, July 26.—Punctuated

Opening the debate, Chancellor 
Seipel gave every indication that he 
realized the Government had won a 
victory over the Socialists, morally 
as well as physically, and that he 
intends to take full advantage of the

act. 

The Socialist speakers, on the 
other hand, resorted more to senti- 
mental recollections, such as of 
“Fifty-seven Buried at One Funeral, 
and to charges that the Government 
had proved itself worse even than 
pre-war monarchist governments, 
which would at least permit.a full 
investigation after each conflict be- 
tween the police and the populace 
and punish those guilty. 


Wounded by Her Own Citizens. 


Chancelor Seipel emphasized that 
the occurrences of that bloody Friday 
were a revolt which, but for the firm- 


ness of the Government, would have 
developed into a revolution. 

‘‘By this revolt,”’ he said, ‘‘Austria 
herself was wounded by her own 
citizens, not foreigners. The Com- 
munists took advantage of the tu- 
mult for their own ends, but did not 
instigate it.’’ 

Responsibility for the deaths rest- 
ed not on the Government but on 
the Socialist Mayor Seitz, who had 
refused permission for the Govern- 
ment to call out the soldiers until 
after the rioters got out of hand and 
it was too late, Dr. Seipel also as- 
serted. 

Then, with reference to the trial 
and acquittal of three semi-Fascisti, 
which occasioned the demonstration, 
he declared that the Government was 
willing to accept jury reform, al- 
though it was not the verdict of the 
trial which had precipitated the real 
rioting, but the intentional acts of 
persons bent on plundering and burn- 


ing. 

Equally bad for Austria, the Chan- 
cellor further stated, was the traffic 
strike which tied up the. railways 
and telegraph and telephone sys- 
tems. He declared that such a strike 
was comparable to extinguishing the 
lights in a saloon where brawl had 
occurred, the breaking of communi- 
cations causing the wildest rumors 
to reach newspapers abroad to the 
detriment of Austria. 

Closing he declared that the Social- 
ist Party must separate itself from 
the rowdy element which was bent 
on Austria’s destruction. 


Will Have No Sentimental Weakness. 


So far as his Government was con- 
cerned, no sentimental mercy must 


be expected for the rioters, he said, 
declaring: 

‘*The vernment is not hard but 
firm; as mildness is not weakness, 
so firmness does not imply harsh- 
ness.’’

Dornier Is Building Largest 
Flying..Boat in World for 
Trip Across Atlantic. 





AGENT HERE TELLS OF PLAN 


Says Head of German Plant Is 
Confident Gigantic Seaplanes 
Can Be Constructed. 


The largest airplane in the world 
is being constructed by Dornier at 
Friedrichshafen, Germany. It is a 
huge flying boat, made entirely of 
metal, and will carry 100 passengers. 
Loaded, it will weigh fifty tons, of 
which half will be useful load, pas- 
sengers, fuel and equipment. 


No such jump in the size of air- 
planes has ever been attempted be- 
fore. The Dornier Metallbauten, the 
company which builds the largest 
flying boats in the world, has made 
other large fying boats, including 
that which Captain F. T. Courtney 
is about to attempt to fly across the 
Atlantic, and a — type whieh 
has taken up sixty-eight persons. 

The big ship now under construc- 
tion will have 7,000 horsepower in a 
number of engine units, probably ar- 
ranged tandem fashion above the 
wing, as that is the usual method of 
installing motors on Dornier ships. 
Just what the motors will be could 
not be learned yesterday, although 
they may be American engines. 


Will Fly A Atlantic. 


The big plane will be flown across 
the Atlantic with a large number of 
passengers, but the full capacity of 


the plane may not be utilized for the 
first flight. It will probably fly by 
the southern route, by way of Spain, 
the Azores and Bermuda, which is 
favored by many flying men for the 
transatlantic passage. 

It is believed that with fifty pas- 
sengers it will have a cruising radius 
of about nineteen hours, but un- 
doubtedly fewer passengers and more 
fuel would be carried because of the 
long distance, nearly 2,000 miles, be- 
tween the Azores and Bermuda. 

Announcement of the building of 
the Dornier, which has been ru- 
mored before, was made yesterday 
by Alfred Verville of Detroit, who 
has designed a number of airplanes 
and recently became the American 
representative of the Dornier com- 
pany. Mr. Verville said that he did 
not know the wing spread, the num- 
ber of engines or the details of de- 
sign of the big boat, as Dornier did 
not wish to say much about his plans 
until he is sure that his boat is going 
to be successful, but he said that in 
two or three months it would be pos- 
sible to tell more about it. 

‘‘Dornier has become convinced as 
he has built larger and larger flying 
boats that there is no reasonable 
limit to their size,”’ said Mr. Ver- 
ville. ‘‘This has been a debatable 
question for some time, but Dornier 
is now certain that the larger his 
ships are the easier it will be to con- 
struct them. He can apply prin- 
ciples of ordinary bridge construc- 
tion to them and make them of great 
strength. 


Hulls Built Like Ships. 


“The largest Dornier flying boats 
now being built mark a transition 
point’ between airplanes and flying 
ships. The hulls are built on princi- 


ples of ship construction, with ribs 
and braces and partitions forming 
water-tight bulkheads. Dornier said 
to me once that as flying boats in- 
crease in size they must be modeled 
on accepted rules of naval design. 

‘*‘There is no possibility, of course. 
of getting such a huge fabric off 
the ocean once it lands, but the fly- 
ing boat of metal construction can 
stay afloat for a long time without 
danger to engers. Locatelli 
proved that off Greenland when he 
was afloat three days in water so 
rough that warships which went out 
to search for him had to stay back. 

**‘Dornier seems also to have solved 
the problem of making duralumin 
safe from salt water corrosion, which 
is a serious enemy of that metal. He 
has built 125 flying boats, and the 
first-one is still in commission end 
shows no signs of corroding. He 
treats the metal electrically and then 
covers it with a lacquer which seems 
to defy salt water. 

“The designer is a metallurgist of 
ability and was one of Zeppelin's 
assistants in the construction of the 
first rigid airships. It was Zeppelin 
who put him to work on the problem 
of large seaplanes, although the air- 
ship builder was primarily a believer 
in lighter-than-air craft.

CHAMBERLIN WILL FLY 
FROM SHIP ON MONDAY 


Will Test United States Lines’ Plan 
to Land Passenge;s and Mail 
From Leviathan. 

















Clarence D. Chamberlin, flying his 
own Eellanca sport model biplane, 
will take off from the Leviathan at 
sea next Monday to test the United 
States Line’s plan to send important 
mail and passengers by plane from 
the ship to the land as a time-sSav- 
ing measure. 

Chamberlin was the guest yester- 
day of the United Kiwanis Club of 
Hudson County and with Mrs. Cham- 
berlin attended a luncheon of the

This ship was designed and built

Chamberlin bought it 
for exhibition flights and he has 
flown it many thousands of miles. 
It has a wing spread of only twenty- 
eight feet and a sixty horsepower, 
three-cylinder, air-cooled Lawrence 
motor designed g drwy Lawrence, 
President of the Wright Aeronautical 
Corporation. This engine was a fore- 
runner of the Wright Whirlwind.

FLIER FALLS 4 MILES 
FROM A FRENCH PLANE 


His Parachate Finally Opens 330 
Feet From the Ground and 
Saves His Life.

PARIS, July 26.—After a headlong 
fall of nearly four miles through 
space, a French aviator, Jean van 
Laere, is safe tonight and suffering 
merely from a rush of blood to his 
head caused by the dizzy drop. 

Van Laere’s parachute failed to 
open when he leaped from his plane 
at an altitude of 7,000 meters and 
remained shut until by some miracu- 
lous atmospheric shock it suddenly 
opened when he was 100 meters 
(about 330 feet) from the earth. The 
aviator’s fall halted abruptly and he 
dropped gently down into a tree in 
the forest of Carnelle, near Beau- 
mont-sur-Oise, over which he had 
been flying. | 

Stunned by his long fall, the air- 
man hung only half conscious in the 
branches of the tree for some time 
until he was discovered by members 
of the forestry service, who lowered 
him to the ground and carried him 
to their hut, where, after a couple 
of hours’ rest, he regained lucidity 
and was able to give an account of 
his aerial adventure. 

Van Laere was making a test flight 
in a new 600-horsepower army pur- 
suit plane from Villa-Coublay flying 
field. Flying over the Oise he climbed 
to a height of 7,000 feet when his 
respirator for some reason suddenly 
stopped functioning. 


While choking in his efforts to ad- 
just the respirator, Van Laere said, 
he lost control of the plane and de- 
cidcd he would have to jump to save 
himself. He succeeded in leaping 
clear with the parachute. but when 
it failed to open he believed that he 
certainly would be killed 

‘IT am astonished to 
alive,’’ said the aviator. 

The plane was found totally demol- 
ished and almost wholly buried under 
the ground a few hundred yards from 
the spot where the aviator landed.

Walden told Commander 
Byrd that he would not object to 
working with his former rival if his 
services could be obtained. 

Fifty or more dogs will be needed 
by the expedition and four or five 
drivers. Seppala may be asked to 
choose two drivers in Alaska and 
Walden will select at least one.

ALTITUDE FLIGHT FAILED. 


Tests Show 39,000 Feet Was Reached 
by Champion’s Blazing Plane. 


WASHINGTON, July 26 ).—While 
it first was thought that Lieutenant 
Carlton C. Champion, navy flier, 
might have set a new altitude mark 
in his recent sensational flight over 
the capital, officials of the Bureau 
of Standards said today it could be 
definitely stated that no official 
world record had been established.

WILL WATCH AGENCIES, TOO 


Ziegfeld’s Treasurer Got $400 to 
$500 Weekly as “Bonuses” From 
Agencies, Hearing Discloses. 


The end of exorbitant prices for 
tickets to theatres and other forms 
of amusement, which provided not 
only extra profits for the ticket 
agencies but also bonuses for treas- 
urers, box office men and others, 
seemed near yesterday. 

At a hearing in United States At- 
torney Tuttle’s theatre ticket inves- 
tigation it was testified that the 
treasurer of the Ziegfeld Theatre had 
admitted receiving $400 to $500 a 
week in ‘“‘commissions’’ from ticket 
agencies, and announcement was 


made that two ticket speculators had 
been fined $50 each. 

Upon receiving this information 
Mr. Tuttle indicated his satisfaction 
and also his conviction that his 
ticket investigation had produced 
results. He made it plain, however, 
that instead of ng his efforts 
to clear up a situation which, he 
said, was unfair to the public and 
unjust to the theatres themselves, he 
intended to press.offenders harder 
than ever. then disclosed his 
mew line of attack. 

“From now on,’ said Mr. Tuttle, 
addressi United States Commis- 
sioner Cotter, who presided, ‘‘I in- 
tend to require the agencies to let 
me know what box office men are 
receivi commissions, and to re 

uire theatre man te do 
the same, and.I think I can find 
means to assure that I am’ go in- 
formed, and where bonuses are re- 
ceived by the theatres, or by the 
box office men of the theatre, then 
it will be my view of the law that 
the theatre is chargeable with the 
act of the ent, and uen 
becomes liable for the 50 per cent.

ARLY this Spring the Yankees were playing «&

Perhaps that’s the trouble with Bob Kinsey. Maybe 
he has been out In the sun too long. He wants to be 
a Mexican, which is strange in itself and by no Means 
answers the ancient query: ““‘Who wants to be «a 
Chinamen?’’ 

A few years ago the Kinsey brothers were national 
doubles champions in termnis. Now one of them is @ 
professional and the other wants to be a Mexican. 
And the odd part is that Japan is objecting. It’s a 


queer world. 
A Mexican Decision. 


It seems that the tennis players from Old Nippon 
who are in this country to play in the Davis Cup pre- 
liminaries were astonished to find that one of their 
opponents on ‘the Mexican team would be that sturdy 
and patriotic Mexican, Robert G. Kinsey. 

The point about Kinsey is that he is In business in 
Mexico City and dees most of his tennis playing in 
that vicinity. He doesn’t wear a sombrero, is only 
mildly fond of tamales and frijoles, and plays a poor 
accompaniment on a guitar. In other words, he isn’t 
a typical Mexican. He never fomented a single revo- 
lution. 

But he mever had the honor of playing for the 
United States in any Davis Cup tournament and when 
Mexico suggested that he play for that country, he 
leaped at the chance. 1t was mean of Japan to object. 


It Isn’t the Humility. 


Perhaps the heat is affecting the tennis players and 
making them peevish these ‘warm midsummer days. 
It was only a week or so ago that Bill Tilden ques- 
tioned an umpire’s decision in a match and was out- 
raged to ‘hear a ‘voice from the gallery shouting: 

“The umpire was right.” 

Advancing toward the spectators, Big Bill said: 

“Who is the assistant umpire in the stands?’’ 

It was irony, of course, very deep, very cutting and 
very Tildenesque. 

The poor wretch in the gallery beat his breast in 
repentance, acknowledged his foul guilt and promised 
never to offend again. It was very touching. 

The odd part about that story is its resemblance to 
the tale of the tour through the insane asylum, and 
the guide who said: ‘‘Don’t mind that poor chap. He’s 
harmiess. He thinks he’s Julius Caesar, which is a 
lot ef nonsense because I’m Julius Caesar myself.’’ 

Tilden was astonished to discover an ‘assistant 
umpire’ in the stands because when Tilden plays ten- 
nis the ‘‘assistant umpire’ is always on the court, 
and he answers to the name of William T. Tilden 2d. 


Handing Down a Decision. 

This does not mean that “Assistant Umpire’ Til- 
den’s verdicts are always rendered in favor of Big 
Bill Tilden, the tennis player. Far from it. Quite the 
contrary.

When Tilden receives a point on a décision which 
he thinks is wrong, he often favors the umpire with 


a glance of deep disapproval and then deliberately 


tosses a point to his adversary. 

Very sporting toward his ativersary, to be sure, but 
how about the harried -umpite? Does, his ._ bosom 
swell with ecratitude toward the tall Philadelphian? 
Does he rise in his chair and thank Mr. Tilden from 
the bottom of his heart? 

He does not. He sits there; publicly exposed as a 
man of weak sight or weaker intellect, and draws up 
an imaginary list of people he would like to kill. Abou- 
ben-Adhem’s name does not head this list. 


A Few Suggestions. 


Tn professional sports it is quite proper to rag the 
officials and all their decisions. The recent Dempsey- 


‘Sharkey decision is a case in poimt. What would a 


ball game be if the fans waived their ancient privi- 
lege of shouting: “Kill the robber!’’ the ‘‘robber,’’ of 
course, being the umpire? 

If ‘this attitude is to be carried over into tennis it 
may be that the Davis Cup matches of the future will 
draw crowds as large as those that watch the world’s 
series or the heavyweight championship battles. 

In order to further this development it is suggested 
that organized (or disorganized) cheering be permitted 
at all times during the playing of tennis matches and 
that coaching be allowed along the sidelines as in 
baseball games. Each tennis player should be al- 
lowed a manager, two seconds, two towel-swingers 
and a water boy. 

Under these conditions the tennis tournaments of the 
future would be highly interesting, not to say in- 


flammable.

“Doeg drove high and the Frenchman obtained an 
advantage. ‘Keep ‘em low,’ urged Manager Flynn 
from the American's corner. ‘He don’t like ’em down 
there.’ The American rallied and won two sets in a 
row.

“The Frenchman came back strong and the stands 
began to murmur in protest, It looked queer. .

‘Game, 
set and match,’ chanted the umpire. ‘Foul,’ cried Leo

the barriers toward the umpire, who was escorted in 
safety to the clubhouse under the protection of the 
Atlantic Fleet. 

“A return match has been arranged and tickets will 
be on sale next week everywhere except at the box 
office. Don’t bet on tennis matches.”’

Positive denial by the British For- 
eign Office of the report that Sir 
EsSME HOWARD, the British Ambas- 
sador, had been instructed to make 
a formal protest at Washington 
against the unfairness of American 
newspapers in reporting the Naval 
Conference at Geneva relieves a 
fear that John Bull might suddenly 
be getting very thin skinned. He 
has always been noted for the 
phlegm with which he ignored 
foreign press comment. He has 
acted as if aware that it was 
hopeless for him to expect to be 
understood abroad, so that it was 
best not to mind what “they 
said” in.their ignorance. Besides, 
any such official action as hinted 
would have been an egregious dip- 
lomatic blunder. It would have be- 
trayed extreme nervousness on the 
part of the British Government, and 
would have played directly into the 
hands of anti-British propagandists 
in this country. If the intention 
was merely to put out a “ feeler ,” 
any second-thought or common- 
sense view of it would have been 
enough to convince all concerned 
that the thing had better stop right 
there. If Governments were to take 
note of everything unpleasant pub- 
lished in a foreign country, they 
would have no time left to do any- 
thing else. 

It is necessary to distinguish be- 
tween newspaper reports and news- 
paper comment. The Geneva dis- 
patches, whether from press agen- 
cies or special correspondents, have 
not failed to record every official 
statement made by the British dele- 
gates. Even their private remarks 
and interpretations have been faith- 
fully sent along. The same, of 
course, has been true of Japanese 
utterances, while the proposals and 
arguments of our own Ambassador 
GIBSON and our naval experts have 
been fully given. Inevitably, the 
American correspondents have pre- 
sented their national point of view, 
just as the special correspondents 
of the English newspapers have 
done, and presumably the Japanese; 
but that anything maliciously dis- 
torted or deliberately misrepresent- 
ed has been put before American 
newspaper readers may confidently 
‘be denied. It is true, and this also 
is inevitable, that American edito- 
rial writers have been free to inter- 
‘pret for themselves the British 
attitude at Geneva, and have not 
always done it favorably. In the 


one of the American Admirals at 
Geneva has shown too much of a 
sailorlike freedom in discussing 
men and évents. Even at home we 
occasionally find members of the 
Government saying things that 
would better have been left unsaid. 
Our Secretary of the Navy, for 
example, made a sort of Big-Navy 
speech in Maine on Monday, in 
which he took occasion virtually to 
predict that the Geneva Conference 
would end in failure. His exact 
words were: 


The nations at Geneva thought 
to prepare an agenda for limita- 
tion of armaments and of military 
power, but the more the problem 
is studied the more difficult it 
seems to effect such a limitation 
or secure such an agreement. 

Call you this, Mr. WILBUR, sup- 
porting your own President? Mr. 
COOLIDGE, though necessarily some- 
what out of direct touch with the 

negotiations, has steadily expressed 
the belief that an agreement would 
be reached. It would, of course, be 
easy to reach one along the lines 
which Secretary WILBUR apparently 
favors—that is, of glorying in our 
riches and in our ability to build 


.} more warships than anybody else in 


the world, but that certainly was 
not the idea with which President 
COOLIDGE called together the Naval 
Conference at Geneva. There the 
American watchword was, at first, 
economy. Soon it became parity. 
Next it appeared to be security. Just 
now the trend is toward capacity— 
that is, financial ability to create an 
American Navy as big as may be 
desired. Possibly when the officia: 
statement of the British Govern- 


ment is made, today or tomorrow, 


we may swing back toward its 
original object of cutting down the 
cost of naval armaments, For some 
time, it must be confessed, that has 
been too much lost sight of. 


GAINING STRENGTH. 

Governor SMITH’sS position as a 
Presidential candidate is dignified 
and wise. He holds that it is his 
business to attend to the business 
of this State. His personality and 
career have created an eager curios- 
ity and in many States a sympa- 
thetic interest; but he refuses to in- 
dulge in what might be deemed so- 
licitation of votes and discounte- 
nances the efforts of his partisans 
to spread and “organize” his can- 
didacy.. Some of his friends here 
and elsewhere have been impatient 
with the restraint which he puts 
upon their enthusiasms and ener- 
gies. By this time they must be 
ready to admit its soundness. 

The “ Smith-for-President” clubs, 
which have just been disowned, 
seem in some cases to have been 
purely commercial ventures. Such 
associations, when they spring from 
an authentic and unselfish desire, 
cannot be effectually discouraged; 
but presumably the Governor feels, 
with many observers, that a situa- 
tion favorable to him has been 
slowly shaping. Injudicious med- 
dling or zeal could only be injurious. 
Time and the sober thought of the 
Democratic Party have been and 
will be the best workers for Gov- 
ernor SMITH. The feuds and fren- 
zies of 1924 have been greatly miti- 
gated. After all, permanent wan- 
dering in the wilderness is not exact- 
ly the destiny which the Democratic 
Party wishes. Why not have a 
nominee for President who has a 
chance to win? 

Governor SMITH’s extraordinary 
popularity, re-elections, administra- 
tive ability and character have im- 
pressed profoundly Democratic lead- 
ers in all parts of the country. 
Many of them are bound by sup- 
posed local conditions, largely of the 
past, and by the native timidity of 
their tribe not to declare as yet in 
public what they say privately. On 
the other hand, the converted Mc- 
Adooite is getting to be a familiar 
figure. Mr. MCADOO’s campaign 
manager in South Dakota in 1924 
now calls Governor SMITH “ the out- 
“standing man in the Democratic 
“Party and entitled to the nomina- 
“tion for President.” In the North- 
west, says a Rapid City dispatch to 
The Boston Herald, “the Smith 
“forces are not active, but it is ap- 
“ parent that the practical leaders, 
“recognizing that SMITH’S nomina- 
“tion seems advisable and probable, 
“are in a position where they can 
“control the delegates.” 

This change of front may be 
minimized as occurring in “ Repub- 
lican territory.” But there is unde- 
niable significance in the unguarded 
guardedmess of Senator HARRISON 
of Mississippi. He clings to his 
protective coloring when he tells us 
that “*‘AL’ SMITH has got many 
“ ardent friends in the South as well 
“as strong opposition.” But he 
strips himself of it when he says 
that “if SmITH is nominated, the 
South will be for him.” When we 
remember the .bitterness.of political 


influences ic , against Governor 
SMITH have been at least as power- 
ful there aS in any ot 
State, and that Mr, HARRISON has 
@ reasonable interest in the preser- 
vation of his own political bacon, we 


jMay be tempted.to see in his ad- 


mission an indication. that political 
adgment and sagacity are getting 
the better of passionate dogmatism.

THE STEPHENSON PAPERS. 


Now that Indiana’s box of Pan- 
dora has been opened, the political 
world confidently awaits the flight 
therefrom of a host of Republican 
troubles. After many months of 
hesitation on the part of ex-Grand 
Dragon STEPHENSON, his black 
document cases were finally deliv- 
ered to the Marion County authori- 
ties in a worthily romantic manner: 
“the old white barn hard by the 
“new bridge over the White River 
“in Daviess County.” 

Dispatches from Indianapolis state 
that the papers were examined by 
Public Prosecutor Remy and his Re- 
publican colleague, EMSLEY JOHN- 
SON, but they do not mention the 
presence of the only Democratic as- 
sociate, former Mayor HOLTZMAN. 
It is assumed that he will be given

It is not news that STEPHENSON, 
until he went to prison for murder, 
was the boss of the Republican 
Party in Indiana, and that through 
him the Klan was in control of 
offices and the processes of govern- 
ment. No one who saw the Grand 
Dragon stalking through the hotel 
lobbies and the convention hall at 
Cleveland where Mr. COOLIDGE was 
nominated, and who saw the defer- 
ential attention paid to STEPHEN- 
SON by Republican leaders “rom 
Indiana and elsewhere, could have 
doubted his power. The interest lies 
in the extent, if any, to which he

The an- 
swers may be found in those black 
boxes.

CHINA’S DIVIDED “ NATION- 
ALISTS.” 

The Chinese kaleidoscope has 
been turned again and the “ Nation- 
alist” Party, which only three 
months ago was proclaimed to the 
world as the unifier and savior of 
China, is disintegrating. The ter- 
rible inertia of Chinese tradition 
has prevented the birth of the “ new 
order” which was to revivify China, 
and the traditional greed of the mil- 
itarists has split the Nationalist 
Party into self-seeking fragments. 
China is again torn by the rival- 
ries and jealousies of local chief- 
tains who wring the last available 
cent from the unfortunate people 
and who, if they even do lip service 
to the cause of nationalism, do it 
only because they find it profitable 
and because out of the teachings 
of the Nationalist propaganda only 
the hatred of foreigners has re- 
mained and can still be used by 
the militarists to their personal 
advantage. 

It is too early to appraise the 
good and evil of the Nationalist 
movement. There can be no ques- 
tion that it has quickened revolu- 
tionary ideas among the Chinese 
masses and has united the Chinese 
against aliens. There is also no 
question that it has brought in its 
wake destruction of property, op- 
pression of individuals and stagna- 
tion of business. To those who be- 
lieve in the old revolutionary cry 
that it is necessary to tear down 
before building up the Nationalist 
movement must appear a8 a suc- 
cess. But to all who had hoped to 
see come out of it a few construc- 
tive ideas and had sincerely be- 
lieved that it held ‘

against foreign “imperialism.” The

though this has been camouflaged 
under new names. The further away 
from Canton, the more its leaders 
have behaved like the ordinary self- 
ish militarists. 

Unfortunately, there is little pros- 
pect of improvement in the internal 
condition of China for some time to 
come. The ferment produced by 
the introduction of radical ideas 
bids fair to continue bubbling in- 
definitely. Whether it will produce a 
violent explosion or whether it will 
gradually remold the spirit of the 
people cannot now be foreseen. The 
impact of a highly conservative, 
rock-bound medieval civilization 
with modern progress and modern 
liberal and revolutionary ideas is 
very apt to result in chaos. Great 
patience will be required while the 
readjustment takes place. In time 
a new patriotism may unify China 
and hasten the realization of the 
dreams of the young Chinese who 
pinned such high hopes on the 
Nationalist Party. 


TAXICABS, 


The taxicab industry would like 

to see the present rate-war in this 
city concluded by a “Taxicab Lo- 
carno,” based on higher fares. It 
is appealing for public support 
through advertisements. But is a 
campaign for higher fares the only 
approach to the problem? Chief 
Magistrate MCADOO has long con- 
tended that there are too many 
taxicabs in the city. There are 
something like 17,000 in the streets 
today; Mr, MCADOO would like to 
see them reduced to 13,000. Mr. 
BENHAM of the New York Board 
of Trade and Transportation thinks 
that if this were done it “ would 
“make Times Square and other 
“ busy sectors a veritable Garden of 
“Eden.” Both he and Mr. MCADOO 
are thinking more in terms of con- 
gested streets than hard-pressed 
taxicab drivers. But they also suf- 
fer. Congestion slows up their cabs. 
Excessive competition makes them 
scurry hither and thither for fares, 
increasing the congestion and di- 
minishing their own returns. 
If the present rate-war is putting 
some of the cabs out of business, 
as the spokesmen for the industry 
complain, it may be for the best in 
the long run. The trouble is that 
the process is rather arbitrary, and 
by no means assures the survival 
of the fittest cabs. But would an 
increase in fares afford better as- 
surance? The public is asked to 
support such an increase in order 
to secure, among other things, 
“more comfortable cabs and better 
upkeep.” The World has called 
attention to the paradox that it is 
as often as not the lowest rate cabs 
that are kept in the most shipshape 
condition, while the high-rate cabs 
are too frequently the worst offend- 
ers against the decencies. 

So much depends on the individ- 
ual driver. It isn’t as if all of them 
worked for the large operators. 
Taxicabs throughout the country 
average less than two to each pro- 
prietor. Here in New York thou- 
sands of drivers own their own cars. 
They have won them by long months 
of hard labor. It is only when 
they have paid the last instalment 
and seen the car depreciated to 
a low figure that they begin to 
make money. Then, if they have 
taken good care of the car, what 
they earn, over and above the five 
cents a mile or more for gas and 
upkeep, goes into their own pockets. 
It hasn’t been any too much lately, 
with so many city folks away for 
the Summer and more cabs than 
ever “ cruising.”

A TAX ON TRAWELING. 

It is poor consolation for the thou- 
sands of American tourists leaving 
for Europe that Congress: sought to 
reduce or abolish passport fees by 
authorizing the State Department to 
make reciprocal arrangements with 
the countries willing to lower or get 
rid of this tax. Several European 
Governments consented, but those 
which profit by the principal tourist 
trade have refused to do so. They 
have found that passport visas 
bring them in enough money to make 
it worth while to continue them. 

The inconvenience and expense of 


the passport system have long an-| 


noyed travelers. Repeated efforts 
have been made to bring about a re- 
turn to the pre-war system of using 
& passport as a precaution rather 
than as a necessity. But the suspi- 
cions of some of the European Gov- 
ernments and the Immigration Re- 
striction law of America have made 
passports indispensable. It is un- 
likely that they will be abolished for 
years to come. 

The State Department has not 
been altogether blameless in the 
matter of prolonging the custom of 
charging passport fees. It derives a 
substantial revenue each year from 
the tax for issuing passports. In 
addition it receives an income from 
visas granted to foreigners entering 
this country. Inasmuch as at least 
a part of these revenues goes to off- 
set the expenses of the State De- 
partment, it is obvious fhat the 
executive branch of the Goverment, 
which always has difficulties fy ob- 
taining funds from the legislative 
branch, is reluctant to forego a 
source of income of value in the 
annual budget making.

A dozen or more of the European 
nations have waived or reduced pass- 
port fees. It behooves the State De- 
partment to continue to press Great 
Britain, France and Italy, which re- 
ceive most travelers, to follow a good 
example. They have persistently re- 
fused to agree to a mutual reduc- 
tion. It should be possible, when 
other matters are under discussion 
between them and the United States, 
to reconsider this entire question.

Although the $10 visa charge for the 
former is not in itself so large as to 
turn aside visitors, this tax repeated 
for each new country to be visited 
and paid for each member of the 
family soon adds to the cost of the 
projected trip a sum so formidable 
as to cause some to defer their 
visit. This is bad business for the

EDUCATION IN HAWAII. 
Public School System. is. Said to 
_.Follow. American..Lines. 

To the Editors of The New York Times: 

In Tue Times for July 24 is an 
editorial, ‘Hawaii, Oriental or Occi- 
dental?” It is written in a very 
sane and fair-minded spirit, but it is 
in part based upon misinformation. 
The following lines are quoted from 
the editorial: — 

“The confusion does not end there, 
for the Department of Public In- 
struction reports that the Japanese 
language is the language of instruc- 
tion of nearly half the pupils in the 
public schools of Hawaii, and that 
about five-sixths of the total Japa- 
nese school population attended these 
schools. It is unofficially stated that 
more than half of the teachers have 
been imported from Japan, so that 
the young American citizens of Jap- 
anese origin may have the benefit of 
the Japanese educational system.”’ 

I have been connected with the 
public school system of Hawaii for 
the last six years, serving several of 
those years as a member of a special 
committee appointed by Governor 
Farrington to study the foreign lan- 
guage school situation, and I have 
in mind fairly accurately the essen- 
tial facts concerning the schools of 
Hawaii. The facts which follow are 
quite the reverse of those stated in 
the editorial: | 

1. Hawaii’s public school system, 
which extends from the receiving 
room through the university, and 
which includes elementary schools, 
junior and senior high schools and a 
norma! school, is a regular American 
public school system, in which the 
language spoken, written and read is 
English. 

2. Attendance in the public schools 
or in approved private English 
schools is compulsory up to age 
14, and the law is exceptionally well 
enforced because of the common, 
widespread interest in education in 
the Territory. 

8. The Japanese, Chinese and Ko- 
reans have, in addition to the public 
schools, the so-called ‘‘language 
schools.’’ These are held in the after- 
noon after the public schools have 
been dismissed, and are open also a 
few hours on Saturday. The chil- 
dren who attend them also attend the 
public schools full time from Sept. 1 
to the middle of June. . 

4. All of the teachers in the public 
schools of Hawaii are American cit- 
izens. The Territorial Normal School, 
from which a great many of these 
teachers were graduated and in 
which a great many of the teachers 
in the islands are now doing exten- 
sion and Summer session -work, is a 
member of the American Association 
of Teachers’ Cclieges. Since 1922 
‘these teachers have voluntarily en-

May I add that a few months ago 
janother editorial in THs Timss,

‘the conditions. At that time Pro 
fessor P M. Symonds of Columbia 
University corrected the misrepre- 
sentations in the editorial in a brief 
note. The remarkable social and 
racial experiment being carried on in 
Hawaii is worthy of much more at- 
tention than it has received, but care 
should be taken that our public in- 
terpretations are based upon the 
facts.

COMPETITION ON THE SEA. 
Admiral Fiske Says It Is in Trade 


Navies and ‘Two Nations,” that ap- 
peared in Tu= Tnuss July 25. It is 
difficult to imagine how the inferior- 
ity of Admirals and Generals to 
statesmen in questions of naval and 
military strategy could have been 
more interestingly set forth. 

Withou* attempting any argument 


‘on the other side, I should like to 


point out that the statesmen them- 
selves seem to have made an error 
in all this matter that is glaring 
and fundamental. 

That is the error of regarding the 
matter as one of competition in 
armament, whereas it is basically 
one of competition in sea trade. 

If any one will spend an hour in 
looking over the history of the Brit- 
ish Navy he will see that it was 
initiated and developed, first to pro- 
mote, and second to protect, British 
sea trade. After the discovery of 
America by Columbus Spanish ad- 
venturers, of whom Cortez and 
Pizarro are now the most widely 
known, exploited the gold and sil- 
ver riches of the New World. 
Great galleons carried treasure from 
that region to Spain, and Spain be- 
came the richest country on the 
earth. To protect the galleons war 
ships were needed to convoy them, 
and a large Spanish navy was devel- 
oped, 

By defeating the Spanish Armada 
in 1588 the British Navy was able to 
assure, and did assure, the predomi- 
nance of British trade. Then Hol 
land appeared .in rivalry with Brit- 
ain. In order to kill that rivalry 
Britain brought on a war with Hol- 
land. She conquered, and by se 
doing relegated Holland to the 
status of a second class power, in 
which she has ever since remained. 
A similar statement may truth- 
fully be made concerning the later 
sea trade rivalry of France. The 
British Navy defeated the French, 
and maintained British predomi- 
nance in sea trade—and to such 4 
degree that Britain took possession 
of one-quarter of the surface of the 
earth. | : 

The next rival to appear was Ger 
many. The British Navy defeated 
the German, and again assured the 
supremacy of British sea trade. 

The next rival was, and is, the 
Unitec States. To get rid of our 
rivalry the British and Japanese, 
who were allies, arranged the so- 
called Limitation of Armament Con- 
ference of 1921-22. In directing the 
ensuing progress of the conference 
they succeeded in putting our navy, 
including our naval bases, into such 
a condition that in case any great 
clash of sea trade interests ever oc- 
curs between them and us we shall 
be forced to follow Spain, Holland, 
France and Germany into the 
status of second class powers. 5 

Naturally, Britain and Japan wish 
to prevent us from escaping from the 
position into which they have de- 
coyed us. “They have got us where 
they want us’’—in a condition into 
which they persuaded our -tatesmen — 
to put us, in opposition to the efforts 
of our despised ‘‘naval experts.’’ 

Looked at in this light, the proceed- 
‘ings of the present conference at 
Geneva stand out in clear relief. The 
British and Japanese are showing a 
natural and proper determination to 
hold fast the advanta,;es they secured 
at the Washington Conference, and 
to increase them if they can. That 
they should do so is in accordance 
with all the traditions of those 
successfully warlike but ostensibly 
peaceful nations. It would be inex- 
cusable for them to do otherwise. Of 
all the nations the United States is 
the one whose sea trade rivalry 
threatens them the most. To kill that 
rivalry the most effective means is 
a superior navy. This all the joint 
history of British sea trade and the 
British Navy proves. 

There is no such thing «4s com- 
petition in naval armament except 
as a symptom and result of compe 
tition in sea trade.

Appointed by Harding. 

Ordained to the priesthood in 1891, 
Father Denning held pastorates in 
Cincinnati, Oxford and Hillsboro, 
Ohio, before going to Marion. Presi- 
dent Harding appointed him Diplo- 
matic Agent and Consul General at 
Tangier on Feb. 10, 1922. He re- 
tained the post until his retirement 
from the diplomatic service on May 
1, 1924.' On that’ date an interna- 


tional régime took over the affairs 
of the powers at Tangier and dip- 
lomatic agents were replaced by 
Consuls, who formed a board of com- 
mercial managers..

Voorhis Gives Eight Rules 
For Health and Long Life 


' John R. Voorhis, -*‘Grand Old 
Man of Tammany Hall,”’ on the 
eve of his ninety-eighth birthday, 
‘laid down yesterday the following 
simple rules for good health and 
longevity as he observes them: 
Walk a little every day. 
Smoke a little. 
Drink less often than you 
smoke. 
Six to eight hours’ sleep. 
Two meals a day. 
Avoid worriment. 
Never make promises you can’t 
fulfill. 
Do all business on a cash sys- 
tem. 











John R. Voorhis, President of the 
Board of Elections, who will cele- 
brate his ninety-eighth birthday to- 
day, expects to be at his office as 
usual on the eighteenth floor of the 
Municipal Building. 

The man who has served in public 


the “Grand Old Man of Tammany 
Hall,”” greeted interviewers in his 
office yesterday with the beaming 
eyes, glowing smile and alert mind 
of a man of no more than 50. 

While he makes it a rule never to 
plan for the future, and believes in 
taking “‘each duty and each labor as 
it comes,’”’ Commissioner Voorhis 
said he confidently expected to vote 
for Governor Alfred E. Smith for 
President in 1928. 

“I expect I'll hear from the Gov- 
ernor tomorrow on my birthday, 
along with many other kindly well- 
wishers,”’ he said. 

If the weather is fair, and it is not 
too warm, Commissioner Voorhis 
may walk part of the way on his 
birthday from his office to his home 
at 786 Greenwich Street. For ninety- 
seven of his ninety-eight years, he 
has been living in Greenwich Village, 
and for the last sixty or seventy 
years he has made his home in the 
same house he helped to build as an 
apprentice. 


Walking Has Greatly Aided Him. 
Walking a little every day is among 
the simple rules in the observance 
of which he attributes much of his 
good health and longevity, although 
he said he did not feel qualified to 
advise others in this respect. 

“T eat only two meals a day,” said 


fast between 7:30 and 8 o’clock, and 


6:30 and 7. I smoke a little, three 
or four cigars a week, and I drink 
less oftener than I smoke. A little 
of it braces you up, even a table- 
spoonful or two.” His eyes twinkled. 
“I take plenty of rest, six to eight 
hours of sleep, and I try to free my- 
self from all worriment. I try to 
avoid making promises I can’t ful- 
fill, and I conduct my business on a 
cash basis, the same as Mr. Macy, 
the late merchant, whom I knew 
very well years ago.’

Major Augustus Heise, suspended 
Assistant Prohibition Administrator 
for this district, was exonerated yes- 
terday by the Federal Grand Jury 
which investigated charges that he 
had been guilty of a criminal action 
in the alleged use of ‘‘third degree’’ 
methods. The Grand Jury handed 
up to Federal Judge Anderson a 
statement that Major Heise had 
‘‘acted throughout in an earnest en- 
deavor to serve the ends of justice.”’ 
Judge Anderson directed that the 
statement be regarded as a public 
document. 

At prohibition headquarters, 1 Park 
Avenue, Prohibition Administrator 
Maurice Campbell, who had been in- 
formed by Major Heise himself of 
the Grand Jury’s finding, announced 
that the Major would go to Washing- 
ton today to seek reinstatement from 
Dr. James Doran, Prohibition Com- 
missioner. Major Heise accepted 
congratulations, but said he was not 
sure he would remain with the de- 
partment, as he had received several 
good business offers. 

Albert Briggs, a negro, on trial 
with several prohibition agents on 
charges of bribery and violation of 
the Prohibition law, testified that 
Major Heise, while trying to get him 
to implicate the agents, had caused 
him to be roped to a chair at pro- 
hibition headquarters, had beaten 
and kicked him and had tied a towel 
about his head and threatened to 
twist it.

MANY RAILROADS REPORT 


New Haven, Lackawanna, Union 
Pacific and Others Also Show 
Decline in Revenues. 


Twenty-two railroads yesterday is- 
sued statements of earnings for June 
and the first six months of the year. 
The general character of the reports 
thus far made gublic reveals that the 
operating difficulties which the car- 
riers of the country have undergone 
Since the first of the year carried 
over into June, but that, on the 
whole, the results of operations for 
the first half of the year have been 
at least equal to, if not slightly better 
than, those of the corresponding 
period of last year. 

Chief among yesterday’s reports 
was that of the New York Central. 
It reveals a decrease of $1,310,071 in 
gross revenues for June and a drop 
of $692,459 in net railway operating 
income. For the six-month period, 
however, the New York Central’s 
gross revenues were $76,765 greater 
than in the like period of 1926, but 
its met operating income fell off 
$2,057,183. The ratio of operating ex- 
penses to gross revenues for June 
was 71.3, an imcrease of 1.4 over 
June, 1926, while for the six months 
it was 76.0, as compared with 75.3 
for the same period last year. The 
transportation ratio for June, 1927, 
was 32.3, against 31.0 for June, 1926, 
and for the January-June period it 
‘was 35.4, as against 34.4 for the sim- 
ilar period of last year.

Great Northern Head Prepares to 
Move 175,000,000 Bushels of Grain. 
Special.to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, July 
the Northwest are harvesting the

REFUSES HIGHER FRUIT RATE 


I. C. ©. Denies Increase Asked for 
Pacific Coast. 


WASHINGTON, July 26 (#).—After 
a reconsideration today of arguments 
made by railroads, the Interstate 
Commerce Commission for the sec- 
ond time refused to allow any in- 
creases in rates on vegetables and 
fruits moving between Pacific Coast 
States. 

By new schedules presented to the 
commission more than a year ago, 
the railroads sought to increase the 
rates on citrus fruit from California 


to Oregon. and Washington by 
amounts averaging 21 per cent., 
while at the same time they pro- 
posed to increase rates on apples 
moving from the Northern tes 
southward by as much as 20 per cent. 

After the commission refused the 
first time to allow the increases the 
roads petitioned for a rehearing. It 
was contended in behalf of the car- 
riers that the present level of vege- 
table fruit rates on the Coast had 
been unduly lowered by water com- 
petition.

CREDIT OF $30,000,000 
FOR GOLDDISKONT BANK 


Schacht’s Arrangement Here Not 
for Reichsbank, but for Its 
Sabsidiary. 


A statement issued by the Reichs- 
bank in Berlin and cabled here yes- 
terday disclosed that the $30,000,000 
German credit recéntly arranged in 
New York was for the account of the 
Golddiskontbank, a subsidiary of the

BANK DEPOSITS RISE 
TO A HIGH RECORD 


State and National Institations 
Show Total of $55,474,233,564 
—Former 65% Above Latter. 





Resources of State and national 
banks in the United States amount- 
ing to $65,745,808,611 are shown in a 
report issued yesterday by R. N. 
Sims, Secretary and Treasurer of the 
National Association of Supervisors 
of State Banks. Deposits of these 
institutions on March 23 last totaled 
$55,474,233,564, while combined capi- 
tal, surplus and undivided profits 
reached the unprecedented sum of 
$7,767,241,057. 

Mr. Sims said that the prosperous 
condition of State and national 
banks was emphasized by the fact 
that their combined deposits were 
$1,182,399,591 above the previous 
high record of April 12, 1926, and 
total resources were $1,746,355,720 
above the year before. 

On March 23, 1927, in round num- 
bers, the capital, surplus and undi- 
vided profits of the State banks were 
$4,547,270,051 and of the national 
banks $3,219,971,000, showing the 
capital resources of the State banks 
to be 41 per cent. in excess of those 
of the national banks. The deposits 
of State banks were $34,562,024,564 
and of the national banks $20,912;- 
209,000, ong, deposits of the 
State banks to 65 per cent. in ex- 
cess of the national banks.

BUSINESS MEN HEAR 


Assistant Secretary Dunlap Dis- 
cusses Agriculture and Na- 
tional Farm School. 





FINDS CONDITIONS IMPROVED 


Endorses Campaign to Raise Five 
Million Dollars for Educa- 
tional Institution. 


Assistant Secretary of Agriculture 
R. W. Dunlap, speaking at a lunch- 
eon of the Executive Committee for 
New York City of the National Farm 
School of Doylestown, Pa., at the 
Bankers’ Club yesterday, under the 
presidency of Frank Presbrey of the 
Frank Presbrey Company, said that 
he was thoroughly optimistic for the 
next fifteen years of agriculture. 

He expressed the opinion that the 
National Farm School, f which the 
business men of New York are un- 
dertaking to raise $5,000,000, would 
serve a most useful purpose in pro- 
viding scientifically trained young 
men for the development of the 
country’s agriculture, and he gave 
his fullest endorsement to the insti- 
tution. 

Speaking of the agricultural] situa- 
tion, Secretary Dunlap said that 
conditions were slowly but steadily 
improving. 

“Tt is true that not all the eco 
nomic ills of agriculture have been 
cured,’’ he said. “‘The farmers are 
not yet receiving a fair share of the 


national income. Farming profits are 
lower than the profits of other in- 
dustries. The average return on cap- 
ital for all industries in the country 
is 12 per cent., but the average re- 
turn for the ‘farming industry is 
only 3 per cent. As a wage earner, 
the farmer is 30 per cent. behind the 
progress made by the industrial 
worker, and his profits are lessened 
further because the handling of farm 
products in their distribution is paid 
for on city wage scales 

“The farmer. is not ' getting paid 
enough on the capita] he has in- 
vested nor on the labor he furnishes. 
That is the situation in a nutshell.’’ 

Going into agricultural conditions 
in detail, Secretary Dunlap said that, 
while last year caused some disap- 
pointment, this year has shown some 
improvement. _ e found conditions 
in the cotton belt much improved 
and prices -better.--The price of corn 
has advanced, and the crop is mak- 
ing up lost time after a slow start. 
The whole Spring wheat beit is re- 
joicing over the prospects of a good 
ab with the price holding fairly 
well. Some important areas in the 
Northwest are harvesting the best 
*rop in history. Potatoes are at a 
yood average price and there is a 
rood average crop. 

Sheep raising has been expanding 
‘or five years, and is now riding a 
vave of prosperity, but prices are in 
he downward cycle and further ex- 
yansion must be cautious. Cattle 
raising is on the up-grade. Ranchers 
are restocking, and an increase in 
nroduction for the next four or five 
years is expected. Milk and butter 
»rices are relatively high, and after 
handling costs there is still a — 22 
able spread between feed one 
the farmers’ earnings. ile tne 
nrice of hogs. has slumped, a recov- 
ory is under way, but hog production 
may be discouraged next year. 

Secretary Dunlap —* a y tribute to 
the interest shown by business men 
in the farming industry, and said 
he hoped that more and more inter- 
est would continue to be shown. The 
National Farm School he viewed not 
only as a means of training young 
men in agriculture, but also as an 
important link between business and 
farming because of the — 
which business men are giving to 
the school.

EDISON HAS HARD TIME 
WITH RUBBER PLANTS 


Says They Are Sometimes as 
Hard to Handle as Human 


Beings. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 26.—Pliants 
containing rubber misbehave badly— 
“they are sometimes as bad as hu- 
mans to handle,’’ declared Thomas 
A. Edison today while in Washing- 
ton discussing plans for enlarging 
experiments on his Fiorida planta- 
tion for rubber production. 

The inventor spent several hours at 
the Departments of Agriculture and 
Commerce with officials in charge of 
the Government’s investigation of 
rubber. 

He spent a large part of the after- 
noon in the company of Everett E. 
Holt of the Department of Com- 
merce, upon whom he impressed the 
need for Bg gg rubber’’ 
and the desirability of rating 
with those who are andrea ing ex- 
periments looking to production in 
this country and its possessions. 

As a matter of fact, Mr. Edison 
has had great practical assistance 
from Government officials in charge 
of this very work, who began more 
than two years ago to investigate 
world production possibilities with a 
view to finding means for meeting 
foreign competition in the raw ma- 
terial. At both departments today 
he received assurance of continued 
cooperation to the fullest extent. 

The misbehavior of plants he has 
collected was not explained by Mr. 
Edison in detail, but that they had 
not followed out all the expectations 
he had held for them seemed evi- 
dent. He wants to see how certain 
other plants in the world, which are 
scattered in many foreign countries, 
will behave under experimentation. 

“Both Mr. Edison and ourselves 
think there are possibilities in rub- 
ber plants and we all realize, too, 
that the work will take a long time, "” 
—* one of the officials he conferred 
Ww
